a meteorite, or shooting star, be- 
yond the earth’s atmosphere. We 
can only see its trail of light when 
it penetrates our area of the unl- 
verse. 

Perhaps, this wonderful radar 
which the Army has now devel- 
oped to penetrate for the first 
time beyond the earth’s atmos- 
phere may be able to tell us where 


shooting stars come from. Perhaps | 


the streaks left by the shooting 
star before it enters our atmos- 
phere can be recorded by radar. 

Then, too, we should learn 
much more about the moon itself, 
which so far as we astronomers 
are concerned is the most trouble- 
some object in the heavens be- 
cause it has so many complicated 
motions, 


It is difficult to tell accurately 
now where the moon will be at 
any time. 
eclipse, for example, can not be 
determined until six months be- 
fore the event. 

Radar should be able to help us 
determine its position—to tell ac- 
curately when and whether the 
moon is moving toward or away 
from us. We should be able to 
keep closer track of the moon’s 
orbit around the earth. 

With this new “magic eye,” per- 
haps we shall learn more about 
the origins of the moon and even 
the entire solar system. Nobody 


now knows for certain where the | 


moon came from or what it is 
made of. 
was once a part of the earth. But 
that is only a theory and still is 
being debated. 

As you can see, we know little 
about the moon, beyond its roman- 
tic possibilities and some facts con-

cerning its surface, distance and 
coldness. Summing it up briefly, 
our knowledge amounts to this: 

The moon is 240,000 miles from 
the earth and its only heat and 
light are reflected by the sun. 
There is little or no water on its 
surface. No air. Certainly not 
/enough to provide for any but the 
lowest forms of life such as fungi 
‘and mosses. 

On the side of the moon which 
we see, there are approximately 
33,000 craters ranging in size from 
one-tenth of a mile to 150 miles in 
‘diameter. There are no craters on 
the earth to compare with the 
larger of these. Thus we know 
little about them. 
| Perhaps this wonderful new ra- 
dar will help us to map the moon 
/more accurately. 
| : We know that the craters are all 
‘circular and have elevated rims, 
isome several thousand feet high. 
‘Many have peaks in the center. 
We have nothing except doubtful 
theories as to the origins of the 
craters. 

On its sunlight side, the moon 
has a temperature of more than 
200 degrees Fahrenheit, about the 
temperature of boiling water. On 
its dark or sunless side. the tem- 
perature stays around 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit below zero. 

All which adds up to 
knowledge about this intriguing 
neighbor of ours. This new radar 
should begin to fill in many of the 
dark spots.

A decision to proceed as rapidly 
as possible with plans for a second 
large newsprint mill in the south 
has been reached by the newsprint 
mills committee of the Southern 
Newspaper Publishers Association.

“A very large mill is going to be | 


erected in the southeast,” said Carl 


B. Short, general manager of the. 


Roanoke (Va.) World News and 
president of the SNPA, yesterday. 
“Southern newspapers are going 
to see to that. There are details to 
be wofked out, and it may take 

But the mill is going up. It 

‘ill add enormously to the assets 
of the area in which it is located.” 

Walter C. Johnson, secretary- 
menager of the SNPA, explained 
that a $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 
mill to turn out 100,000 tons of 
newsprint annually was planned. 
Sites are under consideration in 
Alabama, Georgia and’ Louisiana, 
he said, and the next step will be 
to decide upon a definite location. 

Johnson added that the “out- 
standing success” of the southland 
mill at Lufkin, Tex., the first in 
the south, assured success of a 
second, third, fourth, or fifth mill 
on until all the south’s newsprint 
needs were filled from southern 
pine. 

“The newspapers,” he explained, 
“do not want to go into the manu- 
facturing business themselves, but 
they are ready to contract to buy 
the entire output for five years. 
We already have more than 100.- 
000 tons annually signed up and 
could get that much more in no 
time. 

“The slogan is: Southern news- 
print from southern pine with 
southern capital.”

The other half is sent to Wash- 
ington, where it is used to provide a com- 
prehensive research program in an effort 
to ascertain and combat polio’s causes and 
to supplement local funds in the event of 
epidemics. 


Immediate assistance is thus assured 
any person who is afflicted with the dread 
disease. It is provided without delay and 
without cost, where needed.

The President for Federal did 


President Truman’s annual message to 
congress last week was the longest on 
record, running some 32 thousand words. 


It is inevitable that, in its magnitude, 
some of the points which the President 
presented have been thus far overlooked 
by the majority of average citizens. 


One portion of the message to which, 
in our opinion, not enough emphasis has 
been given is that dealing with federal 


aid for education. 


“Although the major responsibility for 
financing education rests with the states,” 
declared the President, “some assistance 


has long been given by the federal govern- 
ment. Further assistance is desirable and 
essential. There are many areas and some 
whole states where good schools cannot 
be provided without imposing an undue 
local tax burden on the citizens. It is es- 
sential to provide adequate elementary 
and secondary schools everywhere, and 
additional education opportunities for 
large numbers of people beyond the secon- 
dary level. Accordingly, I repeat the pro- 
posal of last year’s budget message that the 
federal government provide financial aid 
to assist the states in assuring more nearly 
equal opportunities for a good education. 
The proposed federal grants for current 
educational expenditures should be made 
for the purpose of improving the educa- 
tional system where improvement is most 
needed. They should not be used to replace 
existing non-federal expenditures, or even 


to restore merely the situation which ex- 
isted before the war. 


“In the future we expect incomes con- 
siderably higher than before the war. 
Higher incomes should make it possible 
for state and local governments and for 
individuals to support higher and more 
nearly adequate expenditures for educa- 
tion. But inequality among the states will 
still remain, and federal help will be 
needed. 


“As a part of our total public works 
program, consideration should be given 
to the need for providing adequate build- 
ings for schools and other educational in- 
stitutions. In view of current arrears in 
the construction of educational facilities, 
I believe that legislation to authorize 
grants for educational facilities, to be 
matched by similar expenditures by state 
and local authorities, should receive the 
favorable consideration of the congress. 


“The federal government has 
sought, and will not seek, to dominate 
education in the states. It should continue 
its historic role of leadership and advice 
and, for the purpose of equalizing educa- 
tional opportunity, it should extend fur- 
ther financial support to the cause of edu- 
in areas where this is desirable.”

A Familiar Route 
Which Never Grows Old 


STEPHENVILLE, Newfoundland—(By Air 

Mail.)—Those of us who were born a year or 

so before the beginning of this century, or at its 

turn, can never get used to modern transportation. We may accept 
it, use it, even enjoy it, but we cannot get used to it. 

As I write I am started on what 1s to be my third crossing of the 
Atlantic by air. It seems but a short while ago, as indeed it was, 
that I took my first flight in an old seaplane at the Marine Corps 
base of Quantico. In 1935 air travel was much of a novelty. Now, 


the planes start off on transocean crossings with not much more’ 


aplomb than surrounded the 1930 flight from Atlanta to Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

This morning three transatlantic flights took off before mine 
and when ours was called we simply got in and took off, the giant 
C-54 making her usual braying, gasping, mooing sounds as the 
hydraulic system moved the various parts of the machine such ‘as 
the flaps, retracting the landing gear and so on. The four motors 
melted into one smooth, constant symphony and the trip was begun. 

Out of New York we began to come on winter. The edges of 
streams and lakes seen below were frozen and a white rim of frost 
was on their shores. Just a half hour later the earth beneath had 
signs of snow. An hour later all the earth was white below and all 
the streams lidded with ice. Only the salt water bays and inlets 
showed greens and cold looking with a sort of slate-like color in 
the green. Our course lay up the coast to Stephenville, where 
I propose to put this in the mail. 

Now that the war has ended and with it security restrictions, 
it is possible to discuss the great cloud of planes, the constant flow 
of transports and bombers which, night and day, took this course. 


: cer Stephenville was, and is, the place of deci- 
Point of Decision sion. A year ago this January we reached 
it, with war still on, and decided, upon reading weather reports, 
to go straight for Scotland. One of those friendly warm currents 
of air was in our way to prevent icing. And so we did it, catching 
the shore lights off Scotland just before the dawn. At times it is 
necessary to make for Greenland or Iceland. But now, with the 
pressure off, the routine flight is to Stephenville, down to the Azores, 
and then up to France, or, weather permitting, to some English port. 


We are apt to forget how desperately vulnerable to attack we 
were in 1941. We hurried and we did a good job. The Germans 
got men on Greenland but our planning got them off and got our 
own men on Greenland and Iceland. We put airports up this coast 
and, with the British, in Nova Scotia and Newfoundland. One may 
see them from the air on this trip, empty now of planes and crews. 
I suppose 10 years from now there will be editorial comments on 
the wasted money in putting them in operation. Hindsight is a 
wonderful thing. In 1941 and 1942 they did not seem wasted. It 
was very comfortable to see them and their fighter planes ready 
for an attack which was planned, and might have come. 


Now, the snow covers them and their deserted runways may 
be seen only in outline. The frozen rivers, snow covered, looked 
curious from the air. They might be highways laid out by some 
drunken engineer, curving and winding through valleys and around 
hills—serpentlike highways, smooth and deserted of traffic. Always 
before I have flown this part of the journey by night and it is 
good to see it by day. 


But, as we go north we leave the sun. Al- 
Leave the Sun ready, two hours by air out of New York, its 
rays do not look warm. There is a thin quality to it and already, 
by 4 o’clock, the dark pine and spruce trees below cast shadows 
on the snow, shadows that grow longer with the minutes. 


From 10,000 feet the towns and villages seem deserted. With- 
out doubt it is cold and few of the roads seem cleared. Only 
an occasional train, its engine shooting smoke into the sky, or 
smoke from a factory chimney, give indication of life. 


Again it will be my luck to see Stephenville at night. A year 
ago we landed there and a deep snow was about us and more 
swirled thickly down. The war brought a lot of money and new 
hope to Newfoundland. Stephenville, along with Botwood and 
other small fishing and logging towns, prospered greatly. Now, 
Newfoundland is to try again, with its own government, after hav- 
ing asked Britain to take over in the dark days of depression 
when there was not enough revenue to maintain the government. 
They are good people, “The Newrfies,” as they term themselves, 
and at least 100 of their girls are coming back to America as wives 
of our soldiers stationed there. 


Out the window one sees other things in flight, another plane, 
black against the horizon, a wedge or so of ducks belatedly going 
south—at least they looked to be ducks at their great distance. But 
it is late for them. 

So, we move on toward the night and the lights of Stephen- 
ville, first stop in the Air Transport Command’s Atlantic crossing.

DOROTHY THOMPSON 
Principles, Not Facts, at Issue 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph Jones continues ill) 


between General Motors and the 
automobile workers’ union is not a government fact-finding com- 
mission but a principle-finding commission. What is at issue is 
not the financial status of General Motors—its “ability to pay’’— 
but the question on what principles wages are to be set. That is 
the source of the deadlock, and that is why the matter cannot be 
settled by “collective bargaining.” It is not susceptible to bargain- 
ing. Bargaining always implies a prior acceptance of certain basic 
principles by both parties, within the framework of which adjust 
ments can be made. 

In the present issue, however, each party has flatly rejected the 
principle of the other. Mr Reuther has, in fact, rejected the prin- 
ciple which has been as basic to trade unionism in the past as it has 
been to employers. General Motors and Mr. Reuther cannot both 
be right, or both be partly right. One view or the other must pre- 
vail. Either the- principle will be settled by government or the 
courts or it will be settled by test of force: which side can hold out 
longest. If it is settled on Mr. Reuther’s principle, a radical innova- 
tion will have occurred, with certain inevitaBle results, some of 


which may logically be foreseen. 

The “facts” are not obscure. “Fact finding” is 
Not Obscure just a slogan. General Motors is not.a secret 
society. It could not, if it wished, conceal the details of past profits 
—they are on record for tax purposes, for OPA, SEC and stock- 
holders. Mr. Reuther is asking for data available to neither owners 
nor government. Without suggesting that G. M. is deceiving either, 
a hunting expedition among the books can only be for purposes of 
gaining further irrelevant arguments for an attack on the prevailing 
principle. 

Past or accumulated profits are irrelevant. G. M., during the 
war, made radical conversions and produced not for consumers but 
for the state. In the state-induced boom, all shared. Excess profits 
were determined by government and taxed away. Stockholders did 
not strike nor sue G. M. for retaining undistributed earnings for 
reconversion purposes. Now, what Mr. Reuther is asking is that 
in the future labor shall be granted the right to tax such earnings 
and add the tax to its wage. 

Nothing so rational as profit sharing, in which labor, over and 
above its wage, participates in profits or losses, under some such 
system as that just introduced by Eric Johnston, is demanded. 
Demanded is that the existing system of fixing wages shall be 
abandoned, and that rich, highly capitalized and efficent members 
of industries shall pay on principle a higher price for labor than 
others. 

This is a break with all previous trade union policy. Histori- 
cally, unions have insisted that if a producer wants to stay in 
business he must meet the going wage, and it has been considered 
proper to let those who could not do so retire. But they have seen 
danger in a situation where the more efficient producer is asked to 
pay a higher rate than others. Policy has not been to break every- 
body except the most efficient producer. It has been to stabilize on 
reasonable averages. 


What is needed in the war 


G. M. is doubtless accurate in saying that 
Toward Monopoly the principle enunciated by Reuther will 
work toward monopoly. For the wage rate of G. M., calculated on 
its particular ability to pay, will prevail with other members of 
the industry, regardless of their ability to pay. 

Weaker producers will be under hardship. On principle, OPA 
grants price increases to cover costs that cannot otherwise be met. 
Weaker producers, trying to meet an ability-to-pay wage level with- 
out price increase, will have to raise the price of cars or produce 
worse cars for the same price in unequal competition. G. M., con- 
fronted by higher costs and having to absorb past profits, will think 
itself able to do so only through absorbing a larger share of the 
industry and the market. Smaller producers will be priced out. 

Why anyone should think this will benefit labor as a producer 
or consumer in the long run is difficult to see. The ability of Mr. 
Sloan and his corporation to pay is reflected in the fact that he and 
it pay more actually and percentually in public taxation than does 
Joe Doakes or weaker corporations. But Mr. Sloan must not pay 
more for a loaf of bread than Joe Doakes, nor should his corporation 
pay more -for the services of an office boy than Joe Doakes’ union 
must, though G. M. might well share on a bonus basis. 


The issue is hardly a matter of “fact,” but of principle.

Solons Rubber Stamp 
Unconstitutional Act 


Bryan county apparently has decided not to 
recognize the new constitution of the state, and 
apparently the Georgia legislature thinks that’s okay. Both the 
house and senate have passed a law permitting the rural school 
districts county to issue bonds for school purposes. 
This is in direct defiance of the new constitution, which says 
that school districts no longer exist financially, and that the 
county board of education does the financing on a county-wide 
basis. The legislature passed the act unanimously to permit Bryan 
county to be an exception to the new constitution. It is possible 
that the house and senate didn't know what it was doing, how- 
ever, since the measure was a “local bill” and was indorsed by 
legislative courtesy since it was sponsored by the local represent- 
ative and senator. 

Rep. Smith, of Bryan, seemed to be a trifle surprised during 
debate on a general bill to learn that school districts can no longer 
issue bonds. He popped the question at Speaker Harris and Rep. 
J. W. Culpepper two or three times, and received the same answer 
each time—the negative answer, although the house had rubber- 
Stamped the local measure permitting rural districts of Bryan 
county to issue bonds.

‘““Not in my constitution,” objected Smith, opponent of the new 
constitution, “my people didn’t adopt the new constitution.”

Some Suggestions funds for Milledgeville state hospital, and 
probably will authorize a seven-million-dollar building program 
down there. The legislature’s investigating committee has made 
suggestions for improving the state mental hospital. The United 
States Public Health Service experts have made recommendations 
for improving it. We have received a letter of suggestions from 
a person who says she is a veteran patient at the hospital. Perhaps 
the solons and public would like to know what she has to recom- 
mend. They are: Relieve overcrowded conditions at the hospital; 
enact stricter laws governing the admission of patients: provide 
patients with at least one glass of milk daily; pay a small sum of 
cash daily to patients who work, instead of giving them snuff or 
tobacco weekly: provide lighter equipment (self-wringing mops) 
to women patients who work; provide rubber shoes to all who work 
in kitchens and other wet places so their feet will keep dry; pro- 
vide individual rooms for patients in the new buildings—or at 
least put no more than two beds to a room, instead of herding peo- 
ple of all types and classes closer together than any farmer would 
dare to house his livestock: provide a more thorough examination 
be given the patient both by the board of commitment and doctors 
of the institution: remove all children from the state hospital, and 
send them to Gracewood or some other similar institution; have 
the entire personnel of the institution treat the patients more cour- 
teously; require the censors to give the patients a square deal on 
outgoing mail; build a large, centrally located church for protes- 
tants, where services could be held at least once a month (Catho- 
lics and Jews have places of worship). The woman said she asked 
nothing for herself, since she has nowhere to go if she were re- 
leased, but for the benefit of others the hospital should make it 
easier for persons who regain their sanity to be dismissed. 

We don’t know the writer of the letter. From two inspections 
of the hospital, however, we would say she has made some con- 
structive criticisms. She points out that many of the difficulties 
can be solved by obtaining more employes to help the presently- 
overworked staff and by providing more food and clothing for 
the patients. Much progress has been made at the hospital, she re- 
ports, but much more is needed. That’s the viewpoint of a person 
who says she has spent years on the inside of the hospital.

City tax assessors have taken time out to give Atlantans 
a time-saving tip on filing 1946 returns. 

Noting the long lines before return windows in the city 
hall, assessors said citizens can avoid them if they will arrange 
to visit the tax office early in the mornings and late in the 
afternoons. 

Despite the fact that city tax books were opened a month 
earlier this year, anxious citizens have crowded the city hall 
in making returns. The books opened Jan. 2 instead of Feb. 1, 
as usual, and will remain open until March 15, the customary 
closing date. 

About 20,000 returns—approximately one-fourth of the total 
—will have been filed before the month ends, according to es- 
timates. This means that those who have not yet made returns 
for the current year can do so without having to stand long 
periods in crowded city hall corridors awaiting their turns at 
the windows.

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Humber 
Won Again 
In Georgia 


By TOM NOWELL 

Robert Lee Humber, North 
Carolina born citizen of the world, 
scholar, attorney, and founder of 
a “grass roots” movement toward 
world federation, left Atlanta last 
night with a shining gleam of vic- 
tory in his normally mild, blue 
eyes. 

He had just won his fourteenth 
victory in state legislatures in a 
battle for indorsement of world 
government. a 

The solons of 
Georgia, in sen- 
ate and house, 
signed and pass- 
ed on to Gov. 

Arnall the fol- 
lowing resolu- 
tion: 

‘7TH at the 
general assem- 
bly of Georgia 
does hereby sol- 
emnly declare 
that all peoples 
of the earth 
should now be 
united in a 
World Federa- Humber 
tion, and to that end it hereby re- 
quests that the senators and mem- 
bers of the house of representatives 
in congress from the state of Geor- 
gia support and vote for a reso- 
lution in the congress of the Unit- 
ed States, approving the principle 
of World Federation and request- 
ing the President of the United 
States to initiate the procedure 
necessary to formulate a constitu- 
tion for the Federation of the| 
World, which shall be submitted to 
each nation for its ratification. 

“That a copy of this resolution 
be sent to each of the senators 
and members of the house of rep- 
resentatives in congress from the 
state of Georgia.” 


FLED PARIS IN 1940 

Born in Greenville, N. C., Hum- 
ber received his law degree at 
Wake Forest, continued his stud- 
jes at Harvard, where he majored 
in politcal science, and completed 
his education at Oxford Univer- 
sity, England, where he studied 
as a Rhodes scholar. From Ox- 
ford he went to France, estab- 
lished residence in Paris, and for 
the next 16 years practiced law 
in the French capital. He fled 
that city on the night of June 10, 
1940, just two hours before the 
first of the then victorious Ger- 
man troops moved in. 

Making his way to the United 
States, Humber went to Davis Is- 
land, a part of his family’s estate, 
off the coast of North Carolina, to 
rest and to think. And it was on 
this peaceful island that his move- 
ment was born, and from which 
he was to emerge like a modern 
John the Baptist, to preach his 
doctrine of world féderation to the 
legislatures of 48 states, and even .

His was a strange group of list- 
eners on the subject of world gov- 
ernment, that first day on Davis 
Island. Farmers, blacksmiths, 
shipwrights, and small merchants 
made up most of his audience. 
But at this rustic, out-of-doors lec- 
ture there was present Judge 
Luther Hamilton, of the North 
Carolina supreme court, who was 
so moved that at the end of 
Humber’s talk, he declared: 

“T feel that I have been present 
at one of the great moments of 
history.” 

IDEALISTIC, PRACTICAL 

A 1,500-word preamble precedes 
Humber's resolution. It is idealis- 
tic, true, but seems practical at 
the same time. In his pleas for a 
world government, Humber opens: 

“Man, the source of all political 
authority, is a manifold political 
being. He is a citizen of several 
communities; the city, the state, 
the nation, and the world. To 
each of these communities he owes 
inalienable obligations and from 
each he receives enduring vene- 
fits.” 

And later: 

“There are supreme moments in 
history when nations are sum- 
moned, as trustees of civilization, 
to defend the heritage of the ages 
and to create institutions essential 
for human progress. In the Provi- 
dence of God, such a crisis is 
this hour, compelling in duty and 
unprecedented in responsibility— 
a fateful moment’ when man 
meets destiny for the fulfillment 
of historic tasks.”

I want to 
see for myself.” 

Muenz, a student of accounting 
at the Georgia Evening College, 
recently became a member of 
Kappa chapter of the Delta Sigma 
Pi fraternity. Homer Brewer, for- 
merly a lieutenant in the Army 
Air Corps, who was once a pris- 
oner of war in German territory, 
welcomed Muenz into the society. 


SEEKS TRACE OF SON 

While in Germany, Muenz 
wants to find some trace of his 
only son, who was a soldier in the 
German army and was a Russian 
prisoner the last time Muenz 
heard from him. 

“T haven’t heard from him since 
1943,” said Muenz, “and I am 
anxious to know what happened 
to him.” 

Muenz, a native of Stuttgart, in 
south Germany, came to the Unit- 
ed States in 1926 and became a 
naturalized American citizen in 
Atlanta in 1938, 

Asked what he thought of the 
prospects for democracy in post- 
war Germany, Muenz said: 

“The Germans are not a politi- 
cally minded people. They always 
like to follow a leader. Hence, 
it’s easy to lead them. If they 
get the right sort of leadership, 
then the prospects for a spread of 
democracy are good. But if they 
get the wrong sort of leadership, 
then I see little hope for German 
democracy.”

Ann grew up iin Saybrook, 
Conn. where her family is heart 
and soul steeped in their drug 
stores. She graduated as a phar- 


macist and worked in their stores | 
all her life. But she had read all | 


of her life too, and dreamed of 
being an author some day. Eight 
vears ago she married a newspa- 
perman in New York. When they 
moved here she went to the Am- 
s°-erdam News where they put as- 
piring writers like herself in the 
advertising department. After three 
years of that, she went to “The 
People’s Voice.” a new paper being 
started for the Negroes, as its 
woman's editor. Later with the 
New York Foundation, she learned 
a lot of things which: became ma- 
terial for this novel. She points 
out, however, that she has not 
used statistics, but rather wrote 
the book around the how and why 
things happen to people who live 
in overcrowded tenements. _ 
When her husband went off to 
war, Ann decided to try to live on 
thin dimes if necessary, lon 
enough to complete a novel she 
had in mind. It was the only way 
to discover whether or not she was 
a writer or only wished to be one. 
Six months after beginning the 
story, she was receiving the 
Houghton Fellowship check for 
$200 a month which enabled her 
to complete the book with peace 
of mind. She wrote it three times,

Ann Petry is a smart-looking, 
pleasant woman in her early 30s.

CANADIAN EXPORT. The young 
man on THIS WEEK’s cover is one of 
Canada’s most popular exports to 
the U.S.: the professional ice-hockey 
player. He is fast and rough, and 
Canada has a near-monopoly on him. 
Of the 120 players in the top-flight 
National Hockey League, 97 per cent 
are Canadian-born. The four excep- 
tions come from northern Minnesota. 

Canada’s supremacy is due less to 
her long winter and preponderance of 
ice than to her youngsters, who con- 
sider skates inseparable from a hockey 
stick and puck. U.S. small fry do 
not. The high art of stickhandling, 
which must be second-nature to a 
pro, is thus acquired early in Edmon- 
ton, Calgary and Moose Jaw; late, 
if ever, in the figure-skating U. S. 


LIGHTNING. Although the U.S. 
has been hip-checked to the hockey 
sidelines, it is an enthusiastic spec- 
tator. Pro clubs are now established 
in such unlikely hot spots as Balti- 
more, Dallas and Los Angeles, and 
the National Hockey League has been 
playing to standees all this season. 
The game they come to see, one of 
the fastest of all sports, is frequently 
called “Lightning on Skates.”’ In the 
course of it, a player will skate several 
miles over a 200-foot rink surface at 
speeds up to 30 miles per hour, and 
shoot the three-inch rubber puck at 
an estimated 90 m.p.h. ; 
Protection from contact with ice,

flying pucks, and opponents is af- 
forded by 12 pounds of equipment, 
including baseball shin guards and 
sliding pads, football shoulder pads, 
and heavy leather gauntlets. 

Salaries for a four-month, 50-game 
season average $4,500, hit a peak of 
$15,000. Players have about 10 years 
of pro hockey in them, generally fade 
after age 30; retire as electricians, 
salesmen, farmers and undertakers. 

The game derives from many 
sources. Most apt: a legendary Cana- 
dian-Indian version of lacrosse called 
‘tho ghee,” meaning, “‘it hurts.”

His bit of homely country philosophy 
set me to thinking about the permanent 
values of life — the things that will be 
there tomorrow. Most of us pursue the 
temporary interests of our existence so 
frantically that we have little time or 
energy left to enjoy the everlasting ones. 


We rush to get waited on in the store, © 


swallow our lunch, keep upwith the Jones’, 
buy one of those first new radios, finish a 
best-seller so- we can get it back to the 
circulating library, beat someone else to a 
seat on the crowded bus. And all the time, 
unnoticed and unappreciated, from ever- 
lasting to everlasting, stretch the eternal 
verities under our indifferent noses. 


Tue sun rises — did you ever stop to 
think how disconcerting it would be if 
you had to wonder whether it would or 
not? The spring always comes, yielding 
invariably to summer, fall, and winter in 
their due turn. You can’t rush Nature. 
She does things in her own good time 
and with a sublime disregard for our 
impatience. 

The quiet of the night, the steady burn- 
ing of the stars, the rhythm of the tides, 
the laughter of children, the smile on the 
face of a friend — these things, too, belong 
in the forever category.

They ask if your cough is better, and 
are your pullets laying yet, and do you 
think tomorrow will be a fair day. There’s 
always time to be \kind on the year’s 
almanac of new moons and last quarters. 

These are the everlasting values. 

Perhaps they are our rehearsal for im- 
mortality, our passport to eternity. For 
now abideth faith, hope and love — but 
the greatest of these is love. Abideth! Ina 
world of shifting events and changing 
faces, it is a lovely word. It means to stay, 
to remain with us. 

Yes, Ben, the land will be there tomor- 
row. You can sleep peacefully. In the 
morning, it will be stretched out quietly, 
waiting for you to finish the plowing.

The Movies Go To Church

THRONGS. Attendance records boom when ministers announce a showing of religious movies 


This young Hollywood minister 
is aiming for the largest 
audience in the world with 


Bible stories on movie film .. 


HEN a square-jawed young Episcopal preacher named 

James Kempe Friedrich, from Red Wing, Minn., went 
to Hollywood to interest movie magnates in filming Bible 
stories, he couldn’t get to first base. 

“The Bible and the box office,” he was told, “‘don’t mix.” 

‘I don’t believe it,’ said the Reverend Mr. Friedrich. “‘But 
if you won’t make Bible films for theaters, I'll make them for 
churches — and let’s see what happens to church attendance.” 

He had inherited $100,000 from his father —- enough to 
keep him in comfort all! his life. But he preferred to gamble 
every penny on his strange crusade. 

That was half a dozen years ago. This winter he completed 
his twelfth picture and is going strong. He heads a company 
called Cathedral Films, and his productions are shown in 
churches and Sunday schools of all creeds. Ministers testify 
they increase attendance by as much as 100 per cent. He no 
longer worries about making movies for theaters. 

‘‘We’ve moved the box office to church,”’ he says dryly. 


Religion Has Powerful Influence 


His success, although modest in money, has been tremen- 
dous in church interest. It confirms his conviction that 
religion has a more powerful influence on us than many people 
think, and that religious movies made with integrity and 
inspiration are a potent influence for good. He usually takes 
his scenarios bodily from Scripture because “‘no greater stories 
will ever be written.”’ 

Once considered an impractical zealot by Hollywood 
nabobs, Mr. Friedrich now is pointed to with pride. A whole 
new crop of independent producers is following in his 
footsteps and a small fury of Biblical picture-making 
is sweeping the film capital. 

Some 53 productions costing more than $500,000 have 
already been completed and about 150 more are scheduled. 
Usually, they run from three to 30 minutes and are intended 
as adjuncts to regular church services. All are on 16-millimeter 
film. Churches pay rentals from $1.50 to $12 per showing. 

It has been mostly a labor of love up to now, since only 
1,800 churches had modern projection equipment when the 
war froze sales. But others will get some of the projectors 
recently released by the government, and hundreds more 
are flooding factories with orders. 


Ready-Made Audience of 60,000,000 


Tue size of the religious audience is astounding. America 
has 15 times as many churches as picture shows (253,653 
churches, 17,000 theaters) and the churches have more than 
five times as many seats (55,000,000 in churches, 10,500,000 
in theaters). Furthermore, churches have a ready-made 
audience of 60,000,000 members, almost half the nation’s 
population. And that doesn’t include Sunday schools, which 
have the most avid movie fans of all. 

It was for Sunday schools, really, that Mr. Friedrich 
dreamed up his extraordinary mission. While he was studying 
theology at Virginia Seminary, Alexandria, Va., he became 
convinced that motion pictures — the right kind — would 
be a drawing card for Sunday schools. He wrote as his thesis 
a scenario based on the life of the Apostle Paul — ‘ta 
very bad scenario, but the professor had never seen one 
either, so he couldn't criticize it.” 

He was ordained in 1936, married, traveled around the 
world, joined the School of Applied Religion at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, tried to become interested in social welfare, but couldn’t 
shake the idea that his calling was motior pictures. So he 
went to Hollywood — and got nowhere. 

After futilely banging on studio gates, he splurged his entire 
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- 
inheritance producing a feature, ‘“The Great Commandment,”’ 
an argument against war. He was delighted when a major 
studio bought it for $170,000. But he never saw it in a theater 
and thinks it was shelved. Undaunted, he kept on making 
movies. 

Most popular of his pictures have been “Who Is My 
Neighbor ?’’ ““The Prodigal Son,’’ ‘A Voice in the Wilderness,”’ 
““A Woman to Remember’”’ and “‘No Greater Power,”’ the story 
of Zaccheus, the avaricious tax collector who repented when 
he saw Jesus. As an experiment, he has just completed an 
animated cartoon with a subtle religious motif. He hopes 
churches will run it for children on Saturdays. 

A few years ago he launched a movie Sunday school in 
his home. His three youngsters — Marilyn, seven; Martha, 
four; Jimmy, one —- and a neighbor’s child were the only 
pupils. They spread the word. Now 110 starched and scrubbed 
youngsters are members. The pastor of a nearby community 
church called Mr. Friedrich one day and asked: ‘“‘How about 
loaning me your movies?” 

‘“‘Why?” asked Mr. Friedrich. 

“You're getting all my kids!” 


Millionaire Makes Religious Films 


ANOTHER producer in the religious motion picture field is 
Anson Bond, son of a-former clothing millionaire. His first 
picture was the story of Bethlehem called ‘The Birth of 
Jesus.”’ He has scheduled 100 more, all in full color with 
background music by a symphony orchestra and chorus. 

‘“That’s the way Dad wanted them to be,” he says. 

He considers the project a memorial to his father, the late 
Charles Anson Bond, onetime mayor of Columbus, Ohio. 
After his retirement in the mid '30’s, the elder Bond lived at 
Sandusky. With an old friend, Carey Wyoming Hord, retired 
broker, he attended the local Presbyterian church. They 
worried because only a few people attended Sunday 
night services, while movies were jammed. 

“Why don’t we show motion pictures in church?” they 
asked Dr. Alfred Funnel, the pastor. 

“Because we can’t find the right kind of movies.” 

‘Then let’s make the right kind!”’ proposed Mr. Bond. 

The three of them —- Bond, Hord and Dr. Funnel — formed 
a motion picture company, wrote 30,000 ministers for sug- 
gestions, decided the demand was for straight Bible stories. 
They set out to screen the Bible chapter by chapter. The 
war struck, and within six months all three members of the 
company died. The mantle of their mission fell upon young 
Anson Bond. 

Unwittingly, young Anson — now only 31 — had been 
acquiring an apt background. He had been a newspaperman 
and a bond salesman, but was interested only in motion pic-

GI's get a new start... 


ACE flushed and his body racked 
kK by a spasmodic cough, Frank 
Barton walked into the office of the 
Disabled American Veterans in 
Yakima, Wash., and _ spilled his 
story. 

He'd served two years in the 
Army, had been discharged a year 
ago. Since then he'd had several 
jobs but couldn’t hold them. His 
doctor said he had chronic bron- 
chitis and his lungs were affected — 
he needed hospitalization. But he 
hadn't been able to get anywhere 
with the Veterans’ Administration. 

The DAV checked his Army 
record and confirmed the medi- 
cal diagnosis. Then it went into 
action. Two days later, Barton was 
in a veterans’ hospital. Twenty-four 
days later he had a $60-a-month 
award for service-connected disabili- 
ty. Now he’s out of the hospital and 
the DAV has found a job for him as 
a handy man ina Yakima hotel. It’s 
his first step toward rehabilitation. 


Go Into Action 


F RANK’S case is typical of the work 
of the Disabled American Veterans. 
Every day DAV service officers, 
located in almost all of the 54 
regional offices of the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration, help veterans cut red 
tape, get <sh pmmanemeiR- medical 
care, pensions, vocational training 
and new starts in life. 

Although Uncle Sam set up the 
Veterans’ Administration to help 
pay the nation’s debt to American 
fighting men, the VA has a double 
job: It must defend the government 
against claims and it must serve as 
judge and jury. 

It can’t also shine at a third job — 
serving as counselor. Yet the veteran 
needs help through the maze of 
preparing and presenting his case. 
And here is where the DAV steps in. 

A normal day’s work in any DAV 
Office might see the following prob- 
lems presented and solved: 

With a toe shot off, Charles 
Thompson was discharged from the 
Army. Given a 10 per cent disabil- 
ity pension, he went back to his old 


sawmill job. But the foot bothered 
him; soon he had to quit. Instead of 
a government pension Thompson 
wanted training for another job. 
The DAV service officer got him a 
rehearing. 

Now Thompson ts with a refrigera- 
tion firm. He's learning a new trade, 
with a government grant to supple- 
ment his apprentice salary until he 
becomes expert and his earning ca- 
pacity increases. 


Got a Rehearing 


NiINETEEN-YEAR-OLD George Jensen 
stepped on a mine in Tunisia. Seven- 
teen pieces of metal were taken from 
his body. One slug in his back 
caused partial paralysis of the spine. 
But after 13 months of hospitaliza- 
tion, George was discharged and 
given only a 20 per cent disability 
rating 

Detective work by a DAV officer 
showed that the rating board had 
never seen all the clinical papers. 
At a new rehearing, the board was 
happy to give George a total dis- 
ability allowance. 

After requiring six blood trans- 
fusions, Rita James was discharged 
from the Wacs with a 10 per cent 
disability rating for gastric ulcer. 
But Miss James was too ill to work 
at all. She appealed to the DAV. 
When the case was reopened doc- 
tors found the original diagnosis was 
wrong. She had a tumor that war- 
ranted payment of a 100 per cent 
allowance. 

Established after the last war 
when a group of disabled vets or- 


ganized to help their comrades, the 
DAV was chartered by Act of Con- 
gress in 1932. It now has about 
100 full-time national service officers 
on duty and is training 400 more for 
the huge job ahead. 

Officers get a six-month course — 
jointly paid for by the DAV and the 
Veterans’ Administration — at the 
American University in Washing- 
ton. They learn counseling, occupa- 
tional guidance, legislation and 
judicial procedure. Ranging in age 
from 20 to 48, they come from vari- 
ous backgrounds and occupations. 
You'll find vaudeville comedians, 
former clerks, cooks and business 
executives among them. 


Lost His Job 


But all are disabled vets them- 
selves. Perhaps that is why they 
have the patience, understanding 
and determination needed in many 
cases. Like this one: 

Several months after discharge, 
John Burns had eye trouble. He'd 
miss his footing on the curb. “‘Cylin- 
drical vision,”’ doctors called it. It 
meant loss of the normal field of see- 
ing — also the loss of his job. 

Unable to get help from the gov- 
ernment because he couldn’t prove 
a service-connected injury, Burns 
was completely discouraged. Then 
the officer he consulted dis- 
covered that, while in service, 
Burns had been inside a boiler 
when it exploded: Miraculously, 
he had come through the accident 
unscathed. 7 

The DAV man checked with a 
doctor. Yes, the latter decided, such 
an accident might cause cylindrical 
vision. 

It was little to go on, but the 
service officer contacted Burns’ 
former buddies. They recalled a joke 
they had played on Johnny. At one 
of their crap games, they had given 
him a present, a pair of eight-inch 
dice. ‘“‘It’s so you won’t hold up the 
game counting the dots on the little 
ones,"’ they had told him half-jok- 
ingly, half in earnest. 


Tue service officer checked the 
timing. The ‘“‘gag’’ had Been pulled 
just a few weeks after the accident. 
It was enough to substantiate the 
case. Result: a $250 pension. 

The work of the DAV has the sup- 
port of President Truman, Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and Gen. 
Omar N. Bradlev, the Administrator 
of Veterans’ Affairs. 

The disabled veterans themselves 
are understandably enthusiastic. 
They know they can count on the 
patient detectives of the DAV serv- 
ice force. In fact, they’ ve got a name 
for them: “‘Buddies at the Bar of 
Justice.”’

Nantucket Supper

These recipes date back 
to the Island’s whaling 
days. You’ll like them 


HEN Nancy Bruff's novel, 
W “tne Manatee,”’ her first 
book, appeared in the stalls, she 
invited her best friends for a Nan- 
tucket supper to celebrate. 

Nancy is a Nantucket native, a 
direct descendant of Peter Folger, 
the Island’s first miller, whose son 
Eleazer was a shoemaker and whose 
daughter Abiah married Josiah 
Franklin of Boston and had Ben- 
jamin for a son. Nancy’s book 
catches up with Folgers down 
a generation or so in the golden 
age when the Island had a fleet 
of 92 whalers, when every house 
boasted strange remembrances 
from other lands. 

The book's party menu.-included 
dishes of authentic Nantucket 
flavor. The recipes, like the book 
facts, were taken from family 
diaries, old letters, ship logs. This 
is the story of Jabez Folger and 
the secret of his past and his pas- 
sion for his ship. Nancy’s menu 
featured the best recipes of her 
family and her own secret passion 
for cooking and kitchens. 

A novel, she thinks, might be 
written around the Folgers’ baked 
apples, a recipe handed down from 
ancestor Lucretia Mott, Quaker 
preacher and first woman suffragist. 


Story Apples 


A story goes along with the 
dish: One of Nancy’s “great- 
greats,”’ the wife of a whaling cap- 
tain, baked these apples to per- 
fection, all as spicy as the Nan- 
tucket yeather. It was the cap- 
tain’s favorite dessert. When his 
ship came to harbor and his lady 
had the word, she dashed to the 
cellar to pick the biggest, the wini- 
est of apples. Apples, hot from the 
oven greeted her captain. 

But again maybe not! Some- 
times tales had preceded the man 
of the sea regarding flirtations with 
dusky belles of coral beaches. 
When gossip beat him home, the 
oven was cold. A shouting argu- 
ment followed. The captain, cap 
pulled low, was off to a tavern. 
Days of silence reigned, then again 
apples were baking. 

Here’s how: Place 6 cored bak- 
ing apples in large oven-proof dish. 
Mix %& cup chopped blanched 
almonds and % cup brown sugar 
and place 2 tablespoons of mixture 
in each apple. Add a dash of nut- 
meg and of allspice to each and 
place ‘4, of a stick of cinnamon in 
each cavity with % teaspoon of 
butter.

nut combination over all apples 
and add 1 cup boiling water. Cover 
and bake in moderate hat oven 
(375°F.) until soft. Remove apples, 
pour syrup into saucepan and let 
simmer 15 minutes or until thick. 
Pour over apples and serve either 
hot or cold with light cream. Yield: 
6 portions. 

Nancy's main course was a 
chowder of chicken, served with 
pilot crackers, toasted and but- 
tered. After chowder a big bowl 
of greens tossed in curry French 
dressing. ' 


Chicken Chowder 


1 6-lb. fowl, cut up 

1 tablespoon salt 

7 medium-size onions, sliced 

1 bay leaf 

12 potatoes, diced 

2 thin slices salt pork, diced 
Pepper 

6 cups milk 

l can (144% 02.) evaporated milk 


Wipe chicken with damp cloth, 
place in kettle and add boiling 
water to three-fourths cover. Add 
one onion and bay leaf and let 
simmer. After 30 minutes, add salt 
and continue simmering 2 hours 
or until tender. Remove chicken 
and cut meat in large dice. Re- 
move bay leaf from stock and sim- 
mer 15 minutes. Sauté pork, add 
remaining onions and cook until 
transparent. Add with chicken to 
stock. Season to taste, adding 
pepper and more salt if necessary. 
Add milk and heat, but do not 
boil. Yield: 6 double portions.
